The play is a satire on New York 
Park Avenue life in the early ,1930*5 
centering around the household of 
Oliver Jordan, failing shipping 
magnate, and his socially promin 
cnt wife. The authors have spared 
nobody in their revelations, and the 
slorics revolving about the servants 
in Ihc house, as well as the family's 
acquaintances, take an equally im 
portant part in this expose of life 
in the Big City. Mingled with its 
farce and caricatures, the story has 
some appropriately poignant as- 
pects, and although it has been nC' 
glccted for some years, it retains 
the biting and witty characteristics 
typical. of Kaufman's best works. 
In Workshop Fashion. 

The play is being produced en- 
tirely in workshop fashion, which 
permits certain liberties no^ ordin- 
arily taken in public performances, 
as for example, the division of parts 
among two or more actors. Ros£ 
Graham and Bob Thompson are 
each portraying Oliver Jordan in 
different scenes, and the part of 
Carlotta Vance is being similarly 
handled by Isobel Kneeland and 
Norma Hobbs.

Now it stands to reason that group ac- 
tion is necessary if the common jieoplo are 
to improve their economic status in our so- 
ciety. Co-operation must be the standpoint 
of the adult educator if he is to be realistic 
at all. .\lonc the individual fanner or 
worker can do little to l'ra.'ïh the highly or- 
ganized economic set-up of our cotintry but 
as groups t.hry can brrnk into ni.nny htifi- 
ness fields and eliminate the middicman 
for whose sendees they had so long paid 
dearly. This has been done by the organ- 
ization of co-operative stores, credit unions, 
lobster factories, fish plants, buying clubs, 
co-operative housing and medicine scheme.', 
and other co-operative ventures. 

The Antigonish Movement was offi- 
cially stsrted in September 1930, and dur- 
ing the first year IS study clubs were es- 
tablished. Today there are over a thou- 
stand in eastern Nova Scotia alone to s.-^y 
nothing of the other Maritime provinres 
and Newfoundland. There are approxi- 
mately 30.000 people in the movement to- 
day and indications arc that the number 
will reach 100,000 before \en.- long. The 
down-trodden attitude of the common man 
has gone — his imagination l.ai been aroused 
and he can envisage a*new order of things. 
The whole of America is watching the ex- 
periment and we feel safe in predicting that 
the Antigonish Adult Education Movement 
will spread to everj- part of our countrj-.

MIXED COMPANY, by J. C, Robertson: J. M, 

Dent and Sons, 1939; pp. 200: $22» 

It Is more than difficult lo present the point 
of \ iow of Iho nni loni 'Greeks in a warm and 
modern lishl The abyss of pedantry, that lack 
of illumination may overcome even the most 
astute writer. Mr. RoberUson, as the surveyor 
who refrains from criticism, has outlined in 
several charming essays the trends of ancient 
thoushi, mliiijlhiK such men b.s Socrates, Plato. 
William Mmils. I'hrifl. nrinoslli''lir>; ,-iiid the 
German Kniporoi to draw matters of perenninl 
interest Into the public eye. Included In this 
scries of es.iays are the modern discussions of 
the Ontario educational policy and an Intim- 
ate character skrirli. My Friend. Iho I'lniiln. 

In "The Athenians and Socralrs" the au- 
thor is perhaps at his best. The situation con- 
fi-ontlng Socrates, his undoubted innocence, tho 
historic condcmnalion of his acctisers arc treat- 
ed in a lucid and logical nuinner, II is, how- 
ever, when he draws n modern analogy Ihat 
Mr, Robertson falls below the mark of a real- 
ist. Of the last war ho writes: "We did not 
want our world reorganized and Prussianized, 
and so we resisted and finally defeated tho 
nation which was going to make all things 
new", Hovvrvrr. he lails^ to add that we settled 
onr system upon the enemy and Ihat it.s evils 
ullimstely vonquerod. In all fBlrne.^s. then, 
there is an "irrefutable argument" to answer 
his question of Uie Allied rights. We must 
avoid the pitfalls a second time. 

Mr. Robertson stands on firmer ground 
when he discus.ses the social ideals of Plato 
and William Morris. These are presented im- 
partially; Morris, proving to be an individual- 
ist in his manner of life as opposed \n his so- 
cialistic outlook on sôciçty. In the comparison 
of ri.".to and Job, Plato offers I lie jusi man a 
life of greater material and spiritual wealth. 
The belief in the everlasUiîg soul stood as a 
real consolation, whereas Job was not inspired 
with the thought of a full life in the hereafter. 

Again, in the 'Centralization in Educational 
Policy" in Ontario the author adopts the popu- 
lar fallacy that state interference in the form 
of autocracy tends to crush initiaUve, self-re- 
liance, and force of character, German self- 
reliance was in the last war as good as our 
own. The common soldier on cither side was 
equal in capacity and certainly the enemy show- 
ed lis brilliance on more than one occasion 
to threaten the civilized world with utter de- 
feat. Mut we go through a series of hatred 
campaigns Uiat will lead to nothing? Will 
we have the courage lo build a belter peace as 
well as a better Canada'.' "To replace apathy 
and indifference by interest", that Mr. Robert- 
son offers as an answer to critics. He would 
lay his faith in education for our youth— each 
wiUj character and strength to face the future 
competently. B. G.

MUSIC LIBRARY POSSESSES 
OVER 4,500 RECORDS. 

The Music Loan Library, located 
in 120 McCormick Hall, offers its 
services free to any undergraduate, 
graduate student. Faculty member 
or citizen of the town of Princeton. 

Sponsored by the Section of 
Music of the Department of Art and 
Archaeology, the library now has 
a collection of over ■5,500 records, 
including as many as four duplicate 
sets of symphonies and other works 
of a classical nature, in constant de- 
mand. There arc but three or four 
such libraries in the United States 
and this one at Princeton is believ- 
ed to be the largest. 

The popularity of the record-lend- 
ing project is indicated by the sta- 
tistics tor last year. Between Octo- 
ber 1, l!)38, and May 1, 1939. there 
were 8,000 withdrawals, and this 
figure docs not include records used 
in University music courses. Ap- 
proximately 6,000 of the latter were 
taken out, making a total turnover 
of 14,000 for the year. During this 
same period, only four record? were 
lost and four broken. Heading the 
list of favorites were three symph- 
onies, Becthovens Fifth, Tschaikow- 
sky's Sixth and Sibelius' Fourth. 

The record library was started in 
February, 1938, by Professor Roy 
D. Welch of the Section of Music in 
order to facilitate the distribution 
of records, especially among those 
not actually enrolled in music 
courses. The original scheme was 
to keep the library open as long as 
the Section of Music could ade-

tiuately supply new records. It is 
still operating on the same basis, 
although there is little chance that 
the record supply will be impaired 
this year. 

Support for the record library de- 
pcnd.s entirely on donations from 
those interested in fostering music 
appreciation. From time to time 
since the records were first made 
available small amounts have been 
donated, enabling tho organization 
to continue. Professor Welch does 
not intend to charge the fee which 
would be necessary to make the 
library self-sufficient. This year an 
Interested alumnus gave, an ade- 
quate grant tor the current acad- 
emic year.- Princetonian.
